GOERING SAYS 
GERMAN REICH 
IS INVINCIBLE 


Burly No. 2 Nazi Shouts 
Defiance At England In 
Radio Speech

BERLIN, Feb. 15. — Marshal 
Hermann Goering declared in a 
radio speech today that Europe's 
war is causing fear of insecurity 
in England rather than in Ger- 
many and that the Reich, with 
the aid of vastly improved agri- 
culture and industry, cannot be 
defeated, 

Telling the farm men and women 
of Germany that Adolf Hitler 
“demands” they solve the problem 
of maintaining production, Goering 
said that Germany has a 7,000,000- 
ton wheat reserve; that a million 
Poles—many thousands already in 
Germany—would work on_ the 
Reich's land, that some soldiers 
would be released for farm work 
and that the Hitler Youth would be 
called out to aid. 

Germans, he declared, must face

Rumania’s only salvation, he con- 
tended, is for her to be openly in 
favor of Great Britain and France 
and to return to democratic parlia- 
mentary life. 


TWO ALTERNATIVES 

Maniu, whose peasant party for- 
merly drew ag much as 40 per cent 
of the votes in national elections, 
declared there are only two alter- 
natives to a return to free institu- 
tions: 

1—Bolshevism. 

2—Partition of Rumania by for- 
eign powers, 

The peasant leader said Rumania 
could not agree to the slightest 
change in her frontiers to meet 
Hungarian, Bulgarian or Russian 
claims, (After the first Great War 
Rumania gained Transylvania in the 
breakup of the Austro-Hungarian 
empire; Bessarabia from Russia; and 
Dobruja from Bulgaria). 

“Any negotiations would be 
against the national will and unity 

because it would destroy the as- 
pirations of a thousand years,” he 
said, 

He charged that Foreign Minister 
Grigore Gafencu failed to uphold 
King Carol's instructions at the re- 
cent Balkan Entente conference in 
Belgrade because “he encouraged 
other powers to think (territorial) 
negotiations were possible.” 


HOPE FOR ALLIED VICTORY 

Maniu said “the great majority of 
Rumanians certainly hope for an 
Allied war victory.” 

The former premier, although en- 
titled to sit in the senate has been 
denied entry because he refused to 
wear the yellow and blue uniform 
of King Carol's party of national re- 
birth. The government censor since 
has forbidden even the mention of 
Maniu’s name in the newspapers.

SON AT SERVICES 

The boyish, 21-year-old Alastair, 
only son of Lord Tweedsmuir in 
Canada at this time, was a tragic 
and gallant figure throughout the 
funeral ceremonies. Alastair was 
the only relative to occupy Goy- 
ernor-General’s pew. He was the 
lone member of the family walk- 
ing behind the gun-carriage in the 
cortege from church to station, 

The services started at one 
o'clock when a bearer party of 
eight men, two from each of the 
four branches of the services, 
navy, army, air force and Royal 
Canadian Mounted Pelice, carried 
the flag-draped coffin from the 
Senate chamber, 

It went along the main corridor 
down to the main entrance beneath 
the peace tower, then through solid 
lines of men ‘from the Royal Cana- 
dian Air Force, to a waiting motor 
hearse. 

To St, Andrew's Church, less than 
half a mile from the centre block 
lines of uniformed men snapped to 
attention and presented arms as the 
slow march proceeded, 

En route to the church high of- 
ficers of the defence headquarters 
staff walked by the hearse, Im- 
mediately behind it the glittering 
insignia of Lord Tweedsmuir's or- 
ders and decorations were carried 
on a black satin cushion by an aide. 


World Represented 


At State Funeral 


OTTAWA, Feb, 15—The con- 
gregation which yesterday filled 
old St. Andrew's Presbyterian 
church, long known as the Kirk, 
for the funeral of Lord Tweeds- 
muir, came from the four corners 
of the Dominion and represented 
a sorrowing people, 

Scarcely a large institution in 
any part of the nation but had its 
representative there to do honor 
to the beloved Governor-General. 

The tribute was not confined to 
Canadians, Twenty-four foreign na- 
tions were represented by ranking 
officials in Canada and the senior 
officials of Great Britain and the 
sister Dominions attended.

In the pew nearest the pulpit sat 
Lieut.

At the other end was Sir Ly- 
man Duff, who, as administrator, 
took over the duties of head of the 
state and represented King George.

Military rep a BUTS 
Marks Funeral

OTTAWA, Feb. 15.—The three 
arms of Canada’s fighting forces 
honored their commander-in- 
chief yesterday in military cere- 
monial at Lord MTweedsmuir's 
state funeral that had few par- 
allels in the capital, 

To the beat of muffled drums, 
3.000 troops escorted the cortege 
through lines of sorrowing Cana- 
dians who stood for hours in the 
bleak afternoon. From the parlia- 
ment buildings to St. Andrew's 
church and then to the Union sta- 
tion, soldiers, sailors and airmen 
paraded in a last farewell to their 
leader. 


AIRMEN PLAY PART 

The junior service, Royal Cana- 
dian Air Force, played one of the 
most important ceremonial roles in 
its history when it escorted the 
body down Parliament Hill, assist- 
ed by a small detachment of the 
Governor-General’s Footguards. 

Airmen also composed the units 
immediately in front and behind 
the cortege during the entire pro- 
cession. 

Marching troops on the Hill, 
long lines of soldiers along Well- 
ington street and the crowds, 
brought back to the city a 
poignant memory of happier days 
last May when the King himself 
witnessed the trooping of the 
color before the parliament build- 
ings, 

But {t was only the presence of 
the troops and the crowds that was 
the same this winter day as the 
body of the King’s representative 
in Canada travelled its last mile 
through the capital, 

Air Force units were drawn up at 
the base of the Peace Tower and 
the motor hearse, in which the cas- 
ket was placed after being brought 
from the senate chamber, first pass- 
ed the fighting men in slate blue 
uniforms.

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Albertans Were Heavy Buyers 


In only two of the provinces were as | 
many new automobiles sold last year as | 
in Alberta. Ontario led the van with 41,- 
628, Quebec came next with 16,717. Then | 
followed Alberta with 7,376, the Maritimes | 
as a group with 6,983, British Columbia | 
6,087, 5,953, Manitoba 
5,265, | 

Counting in trucks and busses, Alberta | 
again stood third, with a total of 10,298, 
Ontario taking first place with 50,298, | 
and Quebec second with 21,356. 

On a population basis, Alberta came 
second in the purchase of new passenger 
cars. A new car was bought in this pro- 
vince for each 99 persons. The figure for 
Ontario was one new car for each 82 per- 
sons. Quebec people bought a new car 
for each 172 persons; Saskatchewan one 
for each 155; the Maritimes one for each 
144; Manitoba one for each 133; and Bri- 
tish Columbia, one for each 114. 

If the purchase of new passenger auto- 
mobiles is a dependable index of general 
prosperity, the people of Alberta enjoyed 
better times last year than those of any 
other province save Ontario. Excepting 
that province they bought more new cars 
in proportion to their numbers than did 
the residents of any other part of the 
Dominion.

The British censor shut off wea- 
ther news again Tuesday, sufficient indi- 
cation that conditions there are too severe 
to let the enemy know about in detail. 

From northern Europe have come re- 
ports that in Moscow and Helsingfors the 
cold has broken ail records. 

For whatever reason, the older contin- 
ent seems to have got a North American 
winter, while in parts of this continent | 
where cold winters are looked for the pre- 
sent one has been remarkably mild—mild- 
er in Alberta than Old Timers can remem- 
ber having been before. To complete the 
climatie eccentricities, a couple of weeks 
ago Juneau reported that roses were 
blooming in the Alaskan pan-handle, while 
Texas and Florida sorrowfully declared 
the citrus fruit crop had been ruined. 

In the southern States, in Britain and 
in the Low Countries widespread suffer- 
ing and many hundreds of deaths have 
resulted from the unusual cold. What a 
“cold country winter’ means in a mild 
country can only be known by those who 
have experienced the phenomenon.

Whatever it may signify, or may pre- 
sage, a member of the Japanese diet as- 
sailed “bitterly” the secrecy surrounding 
military expenditures, and demanded a de- 
tailed explanation. He did not get the ex- 
planation. Instead, he got threats. Re- 
membering the murder of Takahashi, and 
the reason for it, he may pay for his cour- 
age with his life.

Unless punishment is dealt out 
to the impudent questioner, a precedent | 
will have been set that may encourage 
others to demand to know what has been 
done with the taxpayers’ money. 

It does not follow, because the in- 
formation was refused, that war money 
has been wasted or stolen. That may not 
be the case. When, in any country, the 
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Like the one at Berlin, the bureau- 
cracy at Toyko is running true to form, 
That is the type of government to which 
democratic ‘peoples will have to submit 
unless they defend themselves by putting 
the aggressors out of business. 


Partners for Conquest 


If Hitler and Stalin have not trans- 
lated their economic pact into a formal 
partnership for purposes of conquest, 
they have been moving along converging 
lines which seem very likely to bring them 
into joint or corelated military action, and 
that without much delay. 

A new trade agreement was concluded 
between Berlin and Moscow the other day 
which Paris strongly suspects to carry 
political as well as commercial clauses. 
Turkey is arming and preparing in co-op- 
eration with the Allies, in circumstances 
which equally suggest it expects to have 
to fight Germany in the Balkans or Rus- 
sia on its Caucasian border, or both. 

Berlin and Moscow have denied that 
German officers have been helping to 
reorganize and reinspirit the badly mauled 
Soviet army on the Finnish front, but the 
denialg have to be discounted in the light 
of previous statements from those quar- 
ters, and are put under suspicion by the 
better showing the Red army has heen 
making in recent days. 

From Norway come reports that Ger- 
many is massing supplies at Murmansk 
and Petsamo, which is now also under 
Russian control; whether for Russian use 
or to reprovision Nazi submarines oper- 
ating from those Arctic bases. Claims are 
also made that preparations are under 
way to land a German expeditionary force 
in southern Finland. 

All this tends directly to the conclusion 
that the Fuehrer and his new ally are 
about to pool their resources and launch 
a united invasion of the Balkan area 
or into the Scandinavian peninsula, or in 
both directions. A military alliance is the 
goal toward which their roads have been 
leading ever since Hitler threw Mussolini 
over and made overtures to Stalin. That 
the roads appear to have met will excite 
no surprise. Fortunately the Allies long 
ago foresaw they must meet, and have 
prepared to deal with the new situation. 


Because these gave ‘direct encourage- 
ment to Adolf Hitler whom they have no 
desire to please,” United States state de- 
partment officials will write no more 
“notes” to Britain complaining about in- 
terference with mails and such matters. 
These disagreements will be ironed out 
by diplomatic talks at Washington and 
London. The question is which the 
Fuehrer will like least, the change in pro- 
cedure or the reason given for making it.

An Edmonton old-timer, Mr. Mark Wright, 
who has not let the years dim his sense of humor 
nor his love of literature, has brought into the 
office a copy of Addison’s “Spectator” to 
strengthen his noble prejudice against ladies’ 
hats, Citizens who turn in wonder at the hats 
worn on the streets may now 
know they have the authority of 
Addison on their side in demand- 
ing that something be done about 
it. “There is not so variable a thing in nature,” 
moaned the essayist, “as a lady's headdress. 
Within my own memory, I have known it rise 
and fall above thirty degrees. About ten years 
ago it shot up to a very great height, insomuch 
that the female part of our species were much 
taller than the men. At present the whole sex 
is in a manner dwarfed, and shrunk into a race 
of beauties that seems almost another species.” 

Writing in 1711, Addison could anticipate, 
with the prescience of genius, the styles of 1940. 
Did he not speak of those female architects who 
build hats that rise sometimes “in the shape of 
a pyramid, sometimes like a tower, and some- 
times like a steeple?” 

G. K. Chesterton had his own ideas about 
men's hats, and the uses to which they may be 
put. He said he could think of nothing more 
absurd than having a man pay courtesy to a lady, 
when he meets her on the street, by pulling off 
part of his clothing and waving it gravely in the 
air. 

As a variant upon styles in war-time here is 
a story from The Daily Herald of London. A tall 
man travelling in a bus during the black-out 
asked the young woman who had boarded at the 
last stop if he could help her find a strap. 

“I've already found one,” she replied. 

“Then,” he asked, “would you mind letting go 
of my necktie?”

A SAD TALE nexing his verse to the glories 
OF GENIUS of English poetry, for even they 

delighted to call him “the Irish 
Coleridge.” Like the sad English bard, Man- 


gan’s road traversed the shadows, and he knew 
more of heart-sick despair than of the brief rap- 
ture of victory. He was one of those who turn 
their sorrows into song. 

Gwynn says Mangan looked like a corpse. 
Always clad in the same worn garment, his wan 
complexion and fixed intensity of expression 
gave him a weird, almost eerie, air, Opium, 
brandy and love-troubles marred his career and 
ended his life on a note of tragedy. 

Son of a petty grocer, James—or Clarence— 
Mangan taught himself three or four European 
languages in his spare time until he knew more 
literature than most graduates of universities, 

He died like one of the tortured Prometheans 
of literature, with epic tragedy marking him for 
his own. Only Gwynn can tell this tale properly 
so that the hint of a tear touches every sad 
syllable. 

“The last scene of Mangan’s life was typical 
of all. He lay in hospital, and the doctor who 
attended him observed him scraw! surreptitious- 
ly on any scraps of paper he could find and hide 
them under his pillow. Arrangements were 
made to furnish the dying poet with materials 
by putting wrappers round bottles and other 
odds and ends; direct comment would have stop- 
ped the writing. 

“At last the end came. The doctor asked 
eagerly for the papers. ‘There were no papers,’ 
said the nurse, ‘only a litter of old rubbish I just 
threw into the fire.’ The world can spare not 
these only, but all the things which Mangan, 
under happier circumstances, might have writ- 
ten, Yet what a pity.”

Cost of Markers 


War's pinch is forcing what seem pretty 
trifling economies upon people in Europe. Ger- 
many saves a little cloth by limiting men’s 
trousers to one hip pocket, England a little wood 
by decreeing that British broom handles from 
now on must be square, 

In this country a professor of aeronautical 
engineering at Michigan University calculates 
that his state’s new auto license plates, 30 per 
cent larger than the old ones, will add nearly 
$1,000,000 to Michigan motorists’ gasoline bills in 
1940, Even the old plates, he says, increased the 
air resistance of the average car enough to burn 
up $2.50 worth of fuel in a year. Without wait- 
ing for war, American genius might save a sight 
of gasoline by devising streamlined license tags 
for our streamlined automobiles—New York 
World-Telegram. 


Ruskin for Japan 


A great deal of space was given in Japanese 
newspapers recently to a gesture towards 
Ryukichi Mikimoto by his friends. When Mr. 
Mikimoto went bankrupt some time back, he 
lost control of a large and valuable collection of 
Ruskinana, His friends suceeded in returning 
the items to him. 

In reporting this friendly act, the Japanese 
newspapers made considerable effort to praise 
the collection as one of the best in existence, 
pointing out that there are more than 2,000 
pieces in it—books, autographs, paintings, 
sculptures, and other objects. But one thing the 
newspapers failed to do, and that was to draw 
the right kind of moral to the story. 

Of course, it was that kind of moral which 
Japanese persons, at this particular juncture in 
their history, might have some difficulty in see- 
ing. But it does not escape others. And that 
moral is this: Japan could do much worse than 
take to heart, as maxims by which to regulate its 
national] life, some of the thoughts of the great 
English writer and philosopher. 

For example, the Japanese might ponder 
over such things as, “Pride is at the bottom of 
all great mistakes,” and “A little group of wise 
hearts is better than a wilderness of fools.” But 
perhaps it is expecting too much for the Jap- 
anese, at this juncture in their history, to dis- 
cover true humility and active gentleness.— 
Winnipeg Free Press. 


The Wheat Situation 

The crop news which emanated from im- 
portant winter wheat growing regions during 
the past week has been “bullish.” This is par- 
ticularly true of reports from Europe. That 
continent has experienced the coldest weather in 
recent history and this is likely to have damaged 
the winter wheat, even although the snow cov- 
ering over most of the seeded area furnished a 
measure of protection. Germany, in particular, 
fears damage to her winter wheat. 

Temperature reached sub-zero levels, 12 
below zero being reported in the United King- 
dom, which is a most unusual degree of frigid- 
ity for that country. The cold wave seems to 
have covered nearly all of Europe and extended 
across Russia where temperatures of 50 below 
have been reported, 

The news from the United States hard winter 
wheat belt has not been such as to lead to the 
belief that crop conditions are improved to any 
great extent. The crop seems certain to be a 
very smal] one. 

The market failed to respond to any marked 
degree to the above outlined conditions. This 
is probably due to the limited volume of world 
trade and the huge supplies of visible wheat 
in Canada; also to the prospective record-break- 
ing year-end world stocks. 

Widespread snowfalls occurred in western 
Canada during the week. While snow prevents 
soil drifting and furnishes a limited amount of 
moisture, it is generally accepted that the 
reserve moisture condition will not be increased 
to any extent from that source.—The Budget, 
Issued by the Alberta Wheat Pool.

Your Health — By Dr. Frank McCoy 


Cauliflower is probably the most 
easily digested membey of the cab- | 
bage family. As Mark Twain once 
said, “Cauliflower is only cabbage 
with a college education.” Whether | 
it has a college education or not, | 
the succulent, compact white head | 
which you obtain so readily at the 
market represents many centuries | 
of patient cultivation and selection. | 

When ‘you buy a cauliflower, 
choose one on which the outer green 
leaves appear crisp and fresh. The 
head should have a smooth, white 
texture. An inferior quality ‘s in- 
dicated by yellow, dark brown, or 


green spots. 

Cauliflower looks as though it 
were a starchy vegetable, but as a 
matter of fact it does not contain 
any more starch than cabbage, The 
principa] minerals it provides are 
potassium, phosphorous, magnesium 
and sulphur. Cooked cauliflower is a 
fairly good source of vitamin B. 

You will find cauliflower will 
cook in about 20 to 30 minutes in 
a closey covered vessel. When it 
is tender, any fluid which remains 
should be drained off. and the yege- 
table seasoned with butter just be- 
fore it is eaten, 


BROCCOLI 


Broccoli is probably the original 
form of cauliflower. Both of these 
vegetables may be considered as 
cabbage blossoms, which have been | 
developed into pleasing and nour- | 
ishing foods by cultivation. 

Broccoli has a slightly stronger 
flavor than cauliflower and is a| 
little more difficult to digest, but 
provides us with a good green vege- 
table during the winter months, 
when other greens are likely to be 
scarce 

Tt is very pleasing when boiled 
in a small amount of salted water, 
and served with butter, Before 
cooking, try soaking this vegetable 


amount of 


for 30 minutes to an hour in 
plenty of water, to which salt has 
been added. This will remove any 
smal] insects which may be present. 
The vegetable should be rinsed and 
cleaned in fresh running water. 

You will find broccoli will cook 
faster if you’ use a sharp knife or 
scissors and clip off the tops. Take 
the remaining stems and cut them 
into smal] pieces and cook these 
for about 15 to 20 minutes, before 
you add the top part. Cook in this 
manner, the stems and the tops be- 
come tender about the same time. 
However, if you prefer, you may 
cook the stems just as they come, 
with the tops attached. This will 
take a little longer than if the stems 
are first cut up. 

Brussels Sprouts are still an- 
other vegetable which may be used 
during the winter months by those 
in good health, Trim off the outer 
leaves before cooking and examine 
each specimen to make sure it is 
in good condition, The cooking 
period must be continued only long 
enough to make the sprouts tender 
--the flavor is spoiled when they 
are cooked too long.

“The wide distribution of this 
loan is a really remarkable achieve- 
ment on the part of the Canadian 
people,” said Col. Ralston. Combin- 
ing new money to the total of 
$200,000,000 and conversion of March 
1 maturities of other loans to the 
extent of $50,000 000 the total of the 
loan reached $250,000,000.

agreement, were clauses in all war- 
time contracts providing for em- 
ployment of veterans, district 
veterans’ representatives to be ap- 
pointed to protect their interests, 
wider discretion in awarding 
widows’ pensions, permission for 
recipients of the “burned out” pen- 
sions to retain casual earnings 
without loss of pension. 


“BURNED OUT” PENSION 


The association especially urged 
that veterans receiving the “burned 
out” pension be allowed also to re- 
tain whatever money they had the 
capacity to earn, stating that those 
who received disability pensions 
were allowed to earn money with- 
out their pension being interfered 
with. 

“I quite agree that there 
shocld not be this distinction,” 
Ald, Casseiman said. “This is a 
case of obvious injustice when 
other pensioners can do any work 
they like.” 

He felt that clauses should be in- 
serted in all war-time contracts | 
calling for employment of a per- 
centage of ex-Servicemen but felt | 
that there should be certain safe-| 
guards in case there were not the ; 
necessary veterans available in a 
certain locality, so that the work | 
would not be held up. 


To the members’ proposal that 
the widow of a returned man should | 
not have to prove that her hus- 
band’s death was the result of war 
injuries, he said, “I would like to 
see more human discretion in deal- 
ing with questions of pension. 

“There is often too much hard- 
boiledness among civil servants ad- 
ministering these things. They seem 
to conceive it to be their duty to 
hew exactly tp the line when we} 
all know it is impossible to devise 
a law that will cover all cases,” 

He agreed that veterans should 
be allowed to “mortgage” their 
pensions for such things as building 
homes.

WINNIPEG, Feb. 15.— Howard 
Wood, Winnipeg, veteran of four 
Canadian championship curling 
rinks, won the British Consols in 


defeating last year's winner, Ross 
Kennedy of Winnipeg, 9-8 in the 
final. . 

The Granite Club veteran, who 
entered the bonspiel with a pick- 
up rink at the last minute, will 
represent Manitoba in the Macdon- 
ald'’s Brier national title event 
opening here March 4. Wood won 
the brier first in 1925 before the 
competition took its present domin- 
ion-wide form.
